Avevsta, January 10.—A few days ago, 
was buried a man who was most highly es- 
teemed by the citizens of Augusta, I al- 
lude to Colonel Alec C. Walker, whose name 
-for many years was connected with the 
highest interest of Augusta, so that in any 
crisis he was sought out, and his advice 
asked and followed. He refused the nom- 
ination for congress at a time when elec- 
tion was sure, preferring the quiet home 
life tothe stir and passion of politics. He 
Was a man of great purity of life, strong 
in. character, wise in counsel. His death 
leaves a void that will be hard to fill.

Hew the Spell was Pet on « Gentloman of Bene 
gambian Origin.

About a mile from Forsyth lives a colored 
man, William James by name, who thinks 
“a spell’ has been put on him which he 
finds impossible to throw off. His story is 
about this: About two months ago ‘‘betore 
the circus came,” William saw George Banks, 
the well known colored painter of Forsyth, 
out neat hiscrib. He went out and had a 
few words of conversation with George, in 
which George made a gesture towards him 
with his band, accompanied by 
the remark: “William, that’s a good 
mule, and you ought to fatten him.” “Right 
dar,” says William, “he throwed a spell on 
me. Ieome back to de house wid my eyes 
runnin’ water, and my eyes never did run 

rater before.”’ George went off, Next morning 
when William was going to feed his mule, as 
he got near the barn door, he was, to use his 
language, “struck blind as a_ bat. He 
went back and told his wife of it. After 
he got so he could see a little, we went out 
again, and on the ground, on each side of 
the barn boor, he found a little powder, 
which looked like guanv. This, he says, 
was the poison which George had put there 
to be wien him. He had heard his old mas- 
ter say that the best way to destroy the power 
of such spells was to tbrow them in the run- 
ning water. Sohe gathered up one pile of 
the ‘spell’? and ran with it toa branch not 
far off. and threw it into the water. Then he 
went back for the other, and carried it to the 
water on a board. When he took it from the 
ground, it ‘‘smoked like a tar kiln,” and it 
burned 4 place on his left side just over the 
region of the heart, which’ he says is still 
sore. He also says that there is a 
spot in the top of his head: which burns as 
it it were red-hot. He accuses Harrison 
Hathorn, George Banks's son-in-law, of being 
in league with George in the bewitching. He 
says that as soon as he gets better, they go to 
his house at night, and dig little holes about 
his door-step and other places and put poison 
iu them to keep up the witchery; he thinks 
it is arsenic or chloroform, or ‘‘Sumpin’ o’ dat 
sort.”’

One of his heifers,only two years old, is 
now yielding three gallons of rich milk per day in 
midwinter, and the will probably double that by 
the time she is four yearsald. At the head of his 
herd is Hildebrand, the bandsomest animal we 
ever saw on four feet.. He isnot quite three years 
old, weighs 1,125 pounds, isa son of Leonidas the 
finest bullin Georria, and a grandson of Signal, 
reputed to be the finest Jersey bull that was ever 
brought to America. Signal left only tweive heifer 
calves, and when they came to maturity they were 
all tested for butter, and each one of them yielded 
from two to three pounds and some onnees per day. 

The old peopie of Milledgeville are to be written 
up by the Recorder. What a flood of memories 
these people can give us of historic Georgia—the 
Georgia which was illustrated by the Clarks, Mil- 
ledges, Berriens, Dawsons, Jackson, and the other 
notables, who have leng since gone the way of all 
flesh. The writer begins with Dr. William A. Jar- 
ratt: 


Meeting him a few days ago on the street we put 
to him the question, “Whois our oldest living 
citizen, born in this county, and who has always 
lived here?’’ 

“Well,’’ replied the doctor, ‘Ihave been here 
since 1818, the year I was born, and never lived any- 
where else.’”’ 

‘Is there any man living here who came here be- 
fore you were born?’’ asked the writer. 

‘Yes, sir. There is Uncle Tom Johnson, he came 
here, I think, in 1810, but heis nota native of the 
county.’’ 

We found we think, the oldest white man in this 
city, in the person of Dr. Jarratt, that is one who 
has never lived im any other county or city, dur- 
ing his life. 

’assing along the street,aday or two after the 
above conversation, the writer met uncle Tommy 
Johnson. He is only 78 years old, and hag had six 
wives in his short liile. 

‘*When did you come here, uncle Tommy?” we 
asked. 

The remarkable man said he came here in 1810, 
or thereabouts. He remembered well what a 
pretty grove of oaks covered the site of the present 
city. He was emphaticin telling about the days 
when the siages were our only means of travel 
between Augusta and Milledgeville, and Macon, 
Columbus, and Montgomery, Alabama. 

‘Where were the hotels, tiign?’’ wé modestly 
asked the patriarch. 

“Why, sir,’’ said the good old man, ‘‘down there 
near Jarrett’s Spring up on the top of the hill 
where Peter Carnes used to live, rising from the 
river, and up the hill, called the Haygood House 
reeently, and the old Buttington Hotel that stood 
southeast of the state house.”’ 

_Did you ever see thet branch that ran from 
Clark's corner to the site of Joseph's store, to-day ?’’ 

“Yes, sir,’’ said Uncle Tommy. ‘It run downa 
ravine so deep that when a stagé was coming up 
town, and went into it, it was lost to sight.’’ 

After thauking our old friend the writer went on 
to hunt up the coldest colored citizen of the town. 
This was work to be sure. 

For who ever saw an old negro that he didn't 
say he was the oldest vegro in the settlements? It 
is the opinion of the writer, who came herein the 
spring of '37, and never lived out of the county, 
that Zeke Reynolds is about as old a native colored 
citizen of the town as lives in it. If we are wrong 
we will be glad to make the correction, and state 
the facts as they are.

SHORTER COLLEGE. 

Romr, Ga., January 8, 1883.—Georgia is pe- 
culiarly blessed in educational facilities for 
her daughters. Her benefactors are not con- 
fined to any state or section, but great and 
permanent institutions are to day standing 
upon her soil, monuments alike to the phi- 
lantbropist of New York and the beautifal 
munificence of a wealthy Georgian.

The institution is furnished with first class 
chemical, astronomical and philosophical 
apparatus. Through the courtesy of Prof.

THE PRESIDENTIAL SUCCESSION BILL. 
The succession bill as it passed the senate 
differs from the Hoar-bill as much as blaek 
from white. Under the Hoar bill the secre- 
tary of state would have filled a presidential 
vacancy to the end of the term; under the 
bill as it went to the house the duties of 
the office are to devolve upon the members 
of the cabinet, beginning with the secretary 
of the state; but the officerewho succeeds to 
the office must a proclamation, 
within twenty days convening congress, 
and the vacancy in the presidential office is 
then to be filled by a general election in ac 
cordance with the provisions of the sections 
of the revised statutes, which are the law of 
1792. The only materiai change that the bill 
makes in the present law consists in the sub- 
stitution of the cabinet officers for the presi- 
dent of the senate and the speaker of the 
house. If the bill becomes a law the presiding 
otlicers of the two houses of congress will no 
longer be in the line of succession. In its 
present shape the bill is not objectionable. 
It should in fact command the support of 
every member of the house. When congress 
adjourns at the end of this session there will 
be neither a speaker of the house nor 4 presi + 
dent of the senate, and Mr. Arthur’s life will

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CHATTANOOGA A SMALL-POX CENTER 

The people of Knoxville regard Chatta- 
nooga us the source of all their troubles in 
connection with the disease of small-pox, and 
they have just established a quarantine 
against that city. ‘‘It seems to us,’’ says the 
Knoxville Tribune, “that the safety of our 
citizens demands a strict quarantine against 
Chattanooga. All the small pox we have had 
in Knoxville was brought from Chattanooga, 
and we will have more of it from the same 
source unless quarantine is rigidly enforced. 
Our information is that the epidemic ‘there 
has not been in the least abated, but on the 
contrary is growing worse, The small-pox is 
now prevalent to some extent among the 
white people of Chattanooga, and people are 
leaving that town every day to escape the 
disease. Many of them have come to Knox- 
vilie, and ethers will come if they are per- 
mitted. The greatest danger to Knoxville is 
from the negroes who bring the disease here 
from Chattanooga. But for this class the dis 
ease could be crushed out in Chattanoogs, 
and but for them it could not spread here in 
Knoxville.”’ ,

The combinatton called the Diamond 
match company, and is said to have a cap- 
ital of about $5,000,000, This combination 
is powerful enough to fix the price and 
quality of all the matches burned in the 
United States every day, amounting to 100,- 
000, G00. 

At the last session of congress the combina- 
tion kept a lobby on hand to prevent the 
repeal of the internal revenue tax, and the 
republican majority was as wax in its hands. 
By the time congress had adjourned, circu- 
lars that had been printed in advance were. 
sent in the mails to dealers in matches that 
prices had been advanced 25 per cent on the 
cheaper grades, and up to $1.50 on the higher 
grades. This increase in price netted the 
manufacturers about $4,000,000 in round 
numbers, and wasan additional tax upon the 
people to that amount. How much of this 
was paid to congressmen no one has ever dis- 
covered.

Wal- 
cott, sometime ago, ate aroast quail at neon for 
thirty consecutive days. 

Mr. Gabriel Case says that attempts of this kind 
were first suggested by the Bible. in Numbers xi.

A Govornor’s Farm.

Ex-Governor Bowie's home farm at Fairview in 
Prince George’scounty, Maryland, is a model one. 
It contains 1,000 acres of land. divided into seven 
fields, besides lots and paddorks, a)l cultivabl\e ex- 
cepting groves of wood, averaging six te ten acres 
of forrest trees, left on each: field or bordering 
streams. Farmer Bowie has ice-ponds lately stock- 
ed with carp and black bass; paddocks for brood 
mares, and a training stable for race-horses. He 
sold the original steck “of 24 ewesand one ram of 
Southdown sheep forthe beginning of the Druid 
Hill Park flock. He is now breeding Cotswolds, of 
which he has a flock of 150. He has also a herd of 
Devon cattle, a few Jerseys, and 100 head of bee 
cattle. He has 100 horses of all kiads, 25 thorough- 
bred brood mares and 60 colts. He uses 50 bushels 
or more of lime per acre, applied on the turf the 
autumn and winter before the field is plowed for 
crops, with 2(0 to 300 pounds of fertilizer to each 
acre Of wheat when the cropissown. The average 
wheat yield last year was 26 bushels to the acre. 
The yield of corn is 10 to 18 barrels to the acre.

The Mill Again the Subject of a Contest In the 
United States Courta. 

Judge McCay being disqualified to sit in the cot- 
ton factory case by reason of having been of coun- 
sel in the litigation prior to his appointment to the 
bench, Judge Pardee, the circuit judge, issued an 
order assigning the Hon. Thomas Settle, juige of 
the United States courts in Florida, to preside in a 
term of the circuil court for the hearing of the fac- 
tory case and other cases in which Judge McCay 
had been of counsel. 

Judge Settle opened court on yesterday morning 
at 10 o'clock and presided during the day, makinga 
fine impression upon the bar by his urbahe 
manner and quick perception of the many intricate 
points in the much iangied factory litigation. The 
rroceedings were opened by counsellor Julien E. 
avis, of New York. who with Mr. Webb, cf Ro- 
chester, and Judge B eckley, of this city, repr-sents 
the trustees of the factory first mortgage bonds It 
was anaounced that no opposition would be made 
to the confirmation of the last sale ofthe mill, and 
thereupon that sale was confirmed. Mr. Davies 
then threw an explo ive into court by announcing 
thatin behalfof the trustees he should ask the 
court to hold that the entire proceeds of the sale 
should be distributed to _ the, first mort- 
gage bondholders subject only to the 
fees of the attorneys and cost ofcourt. Mr. Davies 
then addressed the court at length in support of his 
view and will be sustained in conclusion by Judge 
Bleckley. ‘This unexpected attack upon the receiv- 
ers obligations issued under orders of the court, 
and which have long since been passed upon and 
approved by the special master in the case, Col- 
onel Buck, caused a stir among the attorneys, rep- 
resenting clients ho!ding such approved claims, 
Atthe conclusion of Mr. Davies argument court 
adjourned until3 p: m.

Atlanta, 
Georgia; recording secretary, Mrs. L, Lord, Savan- 
nab, Georgia; librarian, Mrs. E. Witter, Atlanta, 
Georgia: superintendent of juvenile work, Mrs. 
Webb, Savannah, Georgia. The state convention 
will be neld next yearat AuguSta,on the 10th of 
January, by invitation of Mrs. Sibley. 

Last night there was a good attendance at the 
church to witness the closing exercises.
